driven loo Saskatuon and Shipped 
lfrom that station. This season 
several hundred “stockers” have 
been shipped from the East to Bat 
tlefurd, where they will be kept 
two years before being re-stipped. 
The people of that town are looking 
forward anxiously fur the coming 
of a railrood, and as there is a nape 
mficeut farming country lying north 
of the Saskatoon, as also between 
the Battle and Saskatchewan rivers 
this cannot be long delayed. 

At Quion Lake, almost 100 miles 
west of Battleford, on the north 
side of tne Saskatchewan, there is 
a large Indian Reservation, of which 
Mr. G. G. Mann is agent. On this

Between twenty and thirty half- 
breed families’ are now living on 
the reserve, which is under the con- 
trol of the Roman Catholic church.

UNCLE SAM'S MULES. 


THEY FORM AN IMPORTANT FEATURE | 
OF HIS ARMY IN CUBA. 


s 

Some Virtues and Foibles of These “Long | 
Eared Nightingales” — Horses May Be | 
Left Behind, but Mules Are Indispenea- 


i 
ble to a Moving Army. 


Without the army mule the invasion of | 
Cuba might have been a dismal failure. | 
In force he comprises one of the most im- | 
portant features of our army. When the | 
war broke out, Uncle Sam owned but a | 
few paltry hundred of these ‘‘long eared | 
nightingales.’” Today he possesses be- | 
tween 13,000 and 14,000. and they are | 
worth something like $1,500,000. 

Owing to the lack of transports, it was 
decided to send the first division of the in- | 
vading army to Cuba without horses. | 
Colonel Roosevelt is reported to have, 
“said things’’ when he found his rough | 
riders dismounted, but nothing that he_ 
could do changed the situation. Even) 
brigadier generals had to go along un- 
mounted. But the mules were not left be- 
hind. The tween decks of several trans- 
ports were filled with them, for without 
the mules the army could not have ad- | 
vanced, because wherever the soldiers go | 
the commissary stores, the ammunition 
wagons and the field guns must go too. 
And how would they have been moved 
without the mules? 

As soon as the soldiers were landed at. 
Baiquiri the mules were sent ashore. The | 
method adopted was a novel one. As there | 
was no wharf at which the tmmmeparts | 
could land, the steamers anchored a short | 
distance offshore. Then the gangway | 
ports were opened and the mules pushed | 
into the sea. Long ropes attached to their | 
halters were thrown to soldiers in boats, | 
and thus the mules were towed ashore. | 


Only two or three out of several thousand | 
were drowned. 

Each mule is branded with the letters | 
“U.S.” on the left shoulder. Each mule | 
is given ao number, and when tin line he: 
must stand in the place designated by that 
number. The number is branded in the | 
bottom of the left fore hoof. Each morn- | 
ing and evening a long strip of canvas is_ 
spread on the ground and shelled corn or | 
oats are placed on the canvas as tho ra- 
tions for the mule train. The trained 
mule must know his exact place in line | 
before the canvas without any help from 
the men Then when the men start to! 
place the saddles and packs on the mules | 
the animals are supposed to stand stock | 
still until ready for the march. 

In the army service the pack mules are 
divided into trains, each train having 63 
animals With each train are one boss 
packer, one cargodore and 11 packers, 
making 13 men in all. One train, there- | 
fore, has 50 pack mules. One cook and 
one blacksmith look after each train. The 
boss pucker superintends the packing in 
general. ‘The cargodore looks after the 
physical condition of the animals and ad-

carry. He washes the sore backs with cas. | 
tile soap and hot water and adjusts the 
saddle so that a sore back will cause as lit- | 
tle pain as possible. Tho blacksmith ex-_ 
amines the hoofs of the mules and secs) 
that they are kept in good condition 

Contrary to general belief, an army, 
mule receives much better treatment than | 
most mules owned by civilians. The army | 
mule is looked after almost as carefully as 
are the men. 

When hauling army wagons, mules are | 
used in teams of six, and todrive asix | 
mule team is an art in which few men 
ever become expert. The driver rides the 
“near” pole mule and guides the entire! 
six by means of a single leather rein, call- | 
ed the ‘‘jerk line.”’ This connects with} 
the near’ side of the mules’ bridles, so) 
that he pulls steadily on it to guide the, 
team to the left. When ho wants it to go! 
to the right, he jerks the line. That) 
makes the ‘‘near’’ mules push against the 
‘off’ ones, and they consequently turn. 
the other way. | 

This sounds simple enough, but in real. 
ity the skill required can come onty from | 
long practice. The mules are well aware | 
when there isa novice at the “jerk line” | 
and will do as they please, especially when | 
the long lash used by drivers of the six) 
mule team does not reach its destination | 
with the deadly aim of the old hand. 

The whip is, in fact, about as important 
asthe ‘jerk Iine.”’ There are times in. 
the mule’s lifa when his latent obstinacy 
comes to the surface, and a hundred "jerk | 
lines’’ would be of no effect. The sting: | 
ing lash then comes into play. It is long, | 
round, pliable and thick, made for busi- 
ness and used for it. 

Even in its perfection mule driving is 
an art in which something must be left to 
fate. Oneof the best army mule drivers 
onthe plains always shut his eyes tight 
when he came toadangerous pass and) 
kept them shut till a safer trail was reach- | 
ed. lie was considered the safest driver, 
in the’service. 

When a campaign has reached that point 
where wagons, ambulances and all in-. 
cumbrances must be abandoned, the mules 
are unharnessed from the carts and packs 
placed on their backs, an equal amount! 
on either side of their steellike spinal col- | 
umns. It is wonderful how much a mule) 
will carry in this way. 

The driving of the pack mules is nearly 
always simplicity itselt. A gray mare | 
with a bell on its neck is led in front, and} 
the mules follow. Noexplanation is given | 


for this except that mules are fond of.

BUSINESS EXPANSION. 


Significant Sequel to the Revenue 
and Trade Returns, 

Ottawa, Oct. 10.—The returns re- 
cently published respecting the revenne 
and trade of the Dominion afford abun- 
dant evidence of the continued expan- 
sion of business. Additional evidence 
in the same line is furnished by some 
figures supplied today by Mr. Fielding, 
minister of finance. The circulation of 
the small Dominion notes of the de- 
nominations of one and two dollars is 
justly regarded as a very g00d indica- 
tion of the volume of the business that 
is being done. When trade is slack the 
demand for these small notes fall off, 
when trade is brisk the circulation of 
the notes increases. A statement of 
the circulation of these small notes on 
the 30th of June last, showed an in- 
crease Of $632,182 above the figures at 
the close of the previous fiscal year. 
Large and gratifying as this increase 
was, the figures for the past three 
months afford even stronger evidence of 
the expansion of trade. The increase 
of circulation from the first of July 
last ot the 80th of September was $79, - 
169. The amount of these notes in cir- 
culation on the 30th September was 
$5,367,000, an increase of nearly a 
million anda half dollars in fifteen 
months. 


ME. CLEMENT APPOINTED 


As Legal Adviser to the Commissioner 
and Member of the Yuken Couneil. 
Ottawa, Oct. 8.—F. C. Wade has 

been succeeded as a member of the Yu- 
ken council and legal adviser to the 
commissioner by W. H. P. Clement, a 
well known barrister of Toronto. Mr. 
Wade came out of the Yukon before 
Commissioner Ogilvie got there and be- 
fore he was aware that to the duties of 
crown prosecutor had been added those 
of the new council. As a result of 
Mr. Wade's trip on the ice to Dawson 
last year he is suffering from a serious 
affection of the knee. When he arrived 
at Ottawa ashort time ago the minister 
of the interior urged him to return to 
Dawson and take the new position to 
Which he had been appointed. He did 
not give Mr. Sifton a definite answer 
fora day or two. On consulting his 
physician he was ordered not to return 
to Yukon for several months. Mr. 
Wade still retains his position as crown 
prosecutor and he will return to Daw- 
son in the spring to resume his duties, 
but it was necessary to fill the place 
vacated by him as legal adviser and 
member of the council. His successor 
is Mr. Clement.
